OthtT educational and cultural eveurj presented 
during the first few months of 1963 include the 
Horace Heidt Talent Show, featuring I'k's own 
Deltones and Fat Herren; the Huston Pops Or- 
chestra; Madimir Horowitz, concert pianist: and a 
Gershwin Festival. In the tall the concert series 
presented Fred Waring ami his lVuusy banians: the 
DcPaur Chorus; and St. Paul's ( hoir. 

In the way of lecturers, the Universitx can boast 
of having several notable s|xakers. including Dr. 
Ralph Runche. director of the UN Trusteeship 
Council, who drew an overflow erowd of 1.000 in 
Memorial Hall, and former V ice President Mix-it 
Barkley. who spoke at the annual I. aw Dav cere- 
monies. Turner Cat ledge managing editor of the 
New York Times, and Oran Hale historv professor 
at the I'niversitv of Virginia, s|y>ke on the campus 
in tin- Blazer lecture series in the fall. In the Com- 
munity Omcert and l.ecture Scries. Town Meeting 
of the Air" was presented in Memorial Coliseum. 

I K itself provided a iiiunlx-r <>l entertaining 
events, among them Cip'gnol's production ol "Bom 
Yesterday." "hive For Love. *'\n Inspector Calls." 
and "Come Back Little Shcba." 



Several controversial issues arose during the 
vear. On the campus the I'niversitv was charged 
with discrimination against foreign students, when 
a bulletin posted in the mens dorms drew criticism. 
The bulletin was removed and the matter finally 
(bopped. Local newspapers published a story 
alxiut the discover) ol liquor in girls' purses at the 
Interfratcmitv Council dance last spring, w hich re- 
sulted in a good bit of bad publicity for the Uni- 
versity. However, the accounts were proven to be 
distorted. 

Has serving of oleo in the I'niversitv cafeteria 
w as the caUM of heated discussion lor a short w hile. 
\s a result the cafeteria is now offering both butter 
and oleo. A half million dollar gambling suit filed 
against Coach Bupp brought alxiut nation-wide 
publicity. The charges were later dismissed. An- 
other controversv arose when the UK barlx'rshop 
was cited for posting its prices. The University re- 
moved the price list. 

UK can be credited with several outstanding ac- 
complishments during last year. Its building pro- 
gram is going along smoothly with siv new resi- 
dence halls and a dormitory being constructed for 
men. and a w omen s dorm to Ik 1 built in the near 
future. Deserving special mention is the achieve- 
ment of the UK fraternities which have been recog- 
nized as attaining the highest scholastic standing of 
any universitx in the country. 

In the sports clc-|wrtment. the Wildcat football 
team gained national recognition and almost won a 
trip to a Bowl game after completing a progres- 
sively successful season. 

It would be ini|x>ssible to list all of the highlights 
of the past year. Only a comparatively few have 
been mentioned alxivc. But in looking to the 
future, we should lx-ar in mind Ixith the achieve- 
ments and mistakes made in the past, in aiming 
for new and even higher goals in 1>)54. 



Publicity Seeker Sen. McCarthy 
Unconvincing In 'Protector 9 Role 



McCarthy's is a unique role. He is out to save 
us. to protect us from the malignant threat of radi- 
calism, to preserve the inspired flame of liberty. 
He often says so himself. Hut we wonder, reallv. if 
Senator McCarthy is reallv protecting us from any- 
thing.

Ml he has to do is to 
tell us. repeatedly but ambiguously, that the things 
we have come to lielieve in. the ideals which we 
associate with the American way of life. and. in- 
deed, the American wax. of life itself, are lx-ing 
threatened. 

Since we can assume that our guardian senator 
legards Communists as being anti- \uierican. it is 
even more reasonable to assume that anything 
which strikes Mc-Carthv as being against McCarthy 
becomes Communism, since McCarthy is so ob- 
v ionsly pro-everything- \m.-i j ( ,m. In his milder mo- 
ments, our faithful guardian of \mericanism diag- 
noses the various, radical shacU I at pink which, he 
lx-lievcs. threaten to break out into an evil red rash 
on the fair skin of our nation. 

Occasionally, it must lx- admitted, the senator 
dex-s flush out random ihman ol Bolshevism. Then 
we receive full benefits of tin sound and the furv. 
the TV investigations, the acrid, but vague state- 
ments which all go together to herald McCarthy's 
admonition of imminent doom to tin- public. 

Because of all these things \\ e came up w ith a 
few questions alxiut the man— questions that the 
public finds itself asking more and more each dav. 
These are the kinds of questions thai would have 
heI|xM us immenselv had thev been asked long ago. 

Who is this man who accuses men of Ixing un- 
loval for using the Fifth Amendment to protect 
themselves again-/ self incrimination;-' And we 
answer, the same man who uses his senatorial im- 
munity for the same general piirjxise— to avoid hav- 
ing to incriminate himself by Ix ing explicit instead 
of vague. 

W! ) is this man who. even when explaining that 
he is protecting our freedoms, denies, verbally, the 
right of a man to express a political belief if it 
dashes w ith McCarthys bebef? 

Who is this man who. even while bilterlv COD- 
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tending that no man has the right to lovally op|K>se 
his lx-liefs. acciisi s men of being disloyal when they 
express their own lx-liets J 

Using the scientific method, we have formulated 
what we believe to be tlx ultimate fate of this man 
of ambiguities, this crusader against intellectual 
freedom, the ( lottou Mather of thought. 

Observation— Fire and gunpowder do not mix 
with peaceful results; Becording-Putting this fact 
into the public eve; Hv |X)thesis— F.xplosions occur 
when tire and powder mix; Oualitative experiment 
-The Occasional explosions of indignation from the

In the basement of Pence Hall, 
there is a machine capable of split- 
ting the atom — of releasing energy 
through the principle of nuclear fis- 
sion. 

The machine is a Van dc Graff 
accelerator, or atom smasher. It 
whirls tiny particles of hydrogen 
around at high speed, and then 
shoots them into targets," thereby 
releasing neutrons m smashed 
atoms. 

When the atom smasher was llrst 
installed, in 1941. it was capable of 
producing 1.000.000 electron-volts, 
but. after the recent addition of a 
new accelerating tube, a mercury 
vacuum pump, and a radio fre- 
quency ion source (which produces 
beams of hydrogen nuclei >. the volt- 
age was raised to 2.7 million elec- 
tron-volts. 

Since the bombardment of heavy 
nuclei tatom centers! renders atoms 
unstable and olten causes them to 
break up. releasing neutrons, it is 
possible for the Pence Hall machine 
to produce an atomic pile. 

The breaking up of heavy nuclei 
releases neutrons, small neutral 
charges of matter which arc com- 
ponents ol atoms. These neutrons, 
when they strike the nuclei ol other 
atoms, knock other neutrons tree of 
their atoms, causing a chain reac- 
tion—the same principle used in the 
manufacturing of an atom bomb. 



and the chain reaction brought 
about by fission under certain con- 
ditions, can be accomplished by the 
machine in Pence Hall. 

Fission of uranium 238. lor ex- 
ample, requires a bombardment of 
fast neutrons having energies be- 
tween one and one and a half mil- 
lion electron-volts. The Van dc 
Graff atom smasher can produce 
up to 2.7 million electron-volts — 
enough to produce fission. 

Other elements, such as uranium 
235, must be bombarded with slow
